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REPORT ON THE LOS ANGELES COUNTY SHERIFF’S DEPARTMENT 
RESERVE PEACE OFFICER PROGRAM 

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


This report documents the results of the review of the training of reserve deputy sheriffs by the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Department (LASD) conducted by the Commission on Peace 
Officer Standards and Training (POST). The report covers the entry level training presented for 
reserve deputies during the period of December 5, 2003 to June 25, 2008. It does not reflect any 
actions the department may have taken to address issues and concerns revealed as a result of the 
review. Department executives have cooperated fully during the course of the review. 

The review of training was done in response to a request from the Acting Director of the LASD 
Reserve Forces Bureau (RFB), in June 2008, for POST to conduct a Basic Course Certification 
Review (BCCR) on the training courses conducted by the RFB. 

However, prior to the request from RFB; members of the LASD staff were informed of POST’s 
intention to look at the reserve program due to a number of complaints received from other 
agencies and individuals about the training of reserve deputies. Action on those concerns had 
been deferred because of the focus on issues related to the BCCR of the Intensive Format 
Regular Basic Course (RBC) as presented by the LASD Academy. 

As part of the process, POST staff reviewed the basic training courses certified to LASD and 
presented by RFB. During this review, it was determined that RFB did not submit a 
recertification when the Level III Module was modified effective January 1, 2007. However, 
RFB presented several sessions of the revised course without certification, approval, or 
notification to POST. It was also determined that RFB failed to submit modifications to other 
basic courses as required in July 2007, January 2008, and July 2008. 

In August 2008, RFB requested approval to start a Module III course. This request was denied 
due to the failure to maintain current content in the course as well as the unauthorized 
presentation of courses. At this time, POST suspended RFB from presenting training and 
informed the department that no Modular Format courses would be approved until each course 
was correctly and appropriately modified, entered into the POST Electronic Data Interchange 
(EDI) system, and approved by POST. 

POST staff has reviewed 15 of the classes that were presented during the period noted above. 

The records for 14 of these classes are incomplete and lack documentation that minimum 
training and required testing was conducted. Due to these issues as well as violations of 
conditions of certification and/or falsification of records submitted to POST, these classes cannot 
be approved and a total of 99 individuals will not receive credit for training which will affect 
their reserve status. The steps that must be taken to correct their training records and levels of 
appointment are detailed in the Summary of Issues. 
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BACKGROUND 


Reserve police officers and deputy sheriffs are California peace officers who are required to meet 
training standards required by the Penal Code. 

The Legislature has established three levels of reserve peace officer. The duties of the different 
levels of reserve officer are defined in Penal Code section 832.6 and described below: 

• Level III reserve peace officers may perform specified limited support duties including 
traffic control, security at parades and sporting events, report taking, evidence 
transportation, parking enforcement, and other duties that are not likely to result in 
physical arrest, while supervised in the accessible vicinity by a Level I reserve officer or 
a full-time regular officer. Additionally, Level III reserve officers may transport prisoners 
without immediate supervision. 

® Level II reserve peace officers may perform general law enforcement assignments while 
under the immediate supervision of a peace officer who has completed the Regular Basic 
Course. These officers may also work assignments authorized for Level III reserve peace 
officers without immediate supervision. 

• Level I reserve peace officers may work alone and perform the same duties as full-time 
regular officers. 

Administration of the reserve program for the LASD is the responsibility of RFB which was 
located at STAR Center in Whittier. The unit commander is a captain, assisted by a civilian 
operations manager, who is also a reserve deputy. During most of 2008, the captain was on loan 
to a special project, and the day-to-day operation of the reserve program was handled by the 
civilian manager (serving as the Acting Director). 

The RFB was responsible for conducting the background investigation of applicants and the 
basic training of reserve deputies as well as managing the Law Enforcement Explorer and 
Civilian Volunteer programs. Reserve deputies are assigned to patrol, search and rescue, posse 
and specialist units. Each patrol station has one or more units as do some bureaus, but RFB does 
not have functional control of the units. Oversight of the units is the responsibility of reserve 
coordinators who report to their respective station or bureau commanders. 

The EDI compliance report for December 2008 listed 847 reserve deputies on the department 
roster, consisting of the following categories: 

® Level III-116 

• Level II - 297 

• Designated Level 1-130 

• Non-designated Level I - 304 

The report showed that 19% of the reserve deputies were out of compliance with basic training 
requirements. The report also showed that 74% were out of compliance with Continuing 
Professional Training (CPT) requirements. This information may be misleading because of the 
recent change of POST regulation regarding the CPT anniversary date. However, the high 
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percentage reflected in the report would probably be similar if viewed under the current system. 
It should be noted that while CPT is a Commission requirement for regular peace officers; it is a 
legislative requirement for reserves under Penal Code section 832.6. 

LASD was certified to present all components of the Regular Basic Course - Modular Format at 
two locations; STAR Center in Whittier and College of the Canyons in Santa Clarita. CPT is 
decentralized with the responsibility resting at the patrol stations and bureaus. 

In early 2008, POST received several complaints that there were issues with the administration 
of the reserve program at LASD. This information came in the form of concerns expressed by 
individuals and agencies about the appointment of certain individuals as reserve deputy sheriffs, 
the presentation of special basic training classes and special treatment for some trainees. These 
reports were anecdotal in nature but many of them came from credible sources. The allegations 
included but were not limited to the following: 

® Training was conducted at unauthorized and unreported locations 
® Trainees were allowed to leave class whenever they chose 

• Some trainees were given credit for completing basic courses even though they did not 
attend all of the required training 

• Changes in training schedules were made to accommodate a special group of trainees 

• Accommodations were made after some trainees objected to training requirements 

• A trainee passed firearms training even though he failed to hit the target 

• Trainees from a special class were given a lesser exposure to chemical agents (during 
training) than the other trainees 

® Firearms training for some trainees was conducted at a range, at Los Angeles 
International Airport, without the knowledge or approval of the LASD range staff 
® Training was presented by unqualified instructors 

On June 4, 2008, during a meeting on issues related to the findings in the BCCR for the 
Academy, LASD staff was advised of POST’s intention to look at the reserve program due to the 
complaints described above. However, due to the significant resources dedicated to resolving 
issues with the Academy, they were told the review would be delayed. 

Following the meeting, the Acting Director of RFB requested that POST conduct a BCCR on the 
training courses conducted by the bureau. He said the request was based on their review of 
issues cited during the BCCR of the LASD Academy conducted in June and July of 2007. The 
Acting Director indicated that he wanted to make sure that RFB was properly conducting basic 
training classes. He was informed that such a BCCR process does not exist for presenters that 
are not academies. Although LASD has an academy, the Modular Format courses are presented 
by RFB which is in a different division and is not treated as an academy. However, as part of a 
long-term POST goal to create such a process, it was decided to accommodate the request as a 
pilot to develop a model for future reviews. RFB was subsequently provided with a draft 
document of a proposed checklist that would be used during the review. 

On June 12, 2008, POST staff met with the Acting Director about the BCCR request. During the 
meeting a review of the issues and concerns was discussed and the Acting Director was advised 
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that the concerns would be addressed during the review. During the meeting, he acknowledged 
that one offsite class had been presented. 

On June 24, 2008, a member of POST staff conducted a training class for RFB staff and unit 
reserve coordinators on the Reserve Peace Officer Program. During the class it was emphasized 
that reserves are California peace officers and as such are required to meet training standards 
mandated by the Penal Code as well as POST Commission Regulations and Procedures. 
Additionally, assignment and supervision of reserves was reviewed. The Acting Director was 
unable to attend the class due to another commitment. (See Attachment 1, LASD Reserve 
Coordinator Update for information on the content of the class) 

Based on the request, by the Acting Director, POST staff began a preliminary review of the basic 
training courses presented by RFB. During this review, it was determined that RFB did not 
submit a recertification when the Level III Module was modified effective January 1, 2007. 
However, they presented several sessions of the revised course without certification, approval, or 
notification to POST. It was also determined they failed to submit modifications to basic courses 
as required in July 2007, January 2008, and July 2008. The presentation of courses without 
modification could lead to individuals performing peace officer duties with incomplete basic 
training. 

The preliminary review by POST also identified other areas of concern, some of which are listed 
below: 

® The RFB was previously approved to present Regular Basic Course training at two 
locations; however, they have insufficient resources and staff to conduct training at two 
sites. 

® Training has been conducted at locations that have not been reported to, or approved by, 
POST. 

® Training classes conducted concurrently at different locations have been reported as 
taking place as one class at one location. 

• Individuals are shown as having completed courses without documentation that they 
have passed required examinations. 

• A compliance report, based on information submitted to POST, shows that 19% of the 
847 reserve peace officers on the department roster may not have completed basic 
training requirements. 

On August 20, 2008, a member of POST staff met with the Acting Director and the sergeant in 
charge of reserve training and provided a detailed briefing on the issues and concerns identified 
in the preliminary review. The briefing included the consequences of appointing reserve 
deputies with incomplete and inadequate and/or undocumented basic training. Issues related to 
selection, assignment and supervision of reserve peace officers were also discussed. During this 
meeting the sergeant said that RFB was planning to conduct basic training at a location in the 
west part of Los Angeles County. He was advised that RFB was only approved to conduct 
training at STAR Center in Whittier and College of the Canyons in Santa Clarita and any 
additional site would require prior approval from POST. Staffing to support the third location 
was discussed and the sergeant stated they would cover it with existing staff. POST staff advised 
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that approval for a third site would be unlikely due to RFB not having sufficient staff to conduct 
training at the current locations and the proximity of the proposed location to an existing training 
presenter. Subsequent to the meeting the sergeant contacted the POST area consultant and 
requested approval for a third training site. 

Through December 2008, POST staff continued to address the issues described above through 
contacts with RFB which included telephone calls, correspondence, and formal and informal 
meetings. In spite of these efforts, most of the issues and concerns were not resolved. In 
January 2009, the Executive Director decided that POST staff should discontinue direct 
communication with RFB and that any future contact with LASD, regarding the reserve 
program, would be at the executive level. 

On January 13, 2009, the Executive Director sent a letter to the Sheriff detailing the concerns 
about the Reserve Program. (See Attachment 2, letter) 

On January 27, 2009, the Executive Director and an Assistant Executive Director met with 
members of the LASD executive staff and reviewed issues related to RFB’s non-compliance 
with POST training standards including concerns about: compliance, course certification and 
presentation, training sites and assignment of reserve deputies. 

On February 11, 2009, the Executive Director sent a follow-up letter to the Sheriff to serve as a 
summary of the areas of concern reviewed with the executive staff. (See Attachment 3, letter) 

TRAINING FOR RESERVE PEACE OFFICERS 


Reserve peace officers are required to complete entry level training appropriate to their level of 
appointment before being assigned to duties which include the exercise of peace officer powers. 
The principal basic training system for reserve peace officers is the Regular Basic Course - 
Modular Format. This is the Regular Basic Course (RBC) divided into three modules, one for 
each level of reserve peace officer. Level III reserves are required to complete Module III. 

Level II reserves must complete both Modules III and II. Level I reserves are required to 
complete the RBC in one of the three approved formats (Intensive, Extended or Modular). All 
modules are components of the Regular Basic Course and must be presented to the same 
standards as basic training for full time regular peace officers. The courses must be taken in 
sequence because each module serves as a prerequisite for the succeeding component 

Level I reserves must also complete the agency’s POST-approved Field Training Program (FTP) 
prior to working alone in a general law enforcement assignment. The RBC must be completed 
prior to beginning the FTP. Level III and II reserves are not required to take field training. 
However, the department requires Level II reserves to complete the FTP even though they have 
not completed the RBC. This is problematic because Level II reserves have not completed the 
required course work (RBC) to enter the program. Additionally, if a Level II subsequently 
completes the RBC and then becomes a Level I, the FTP must be repeated because there is no 
credit for field training done before the RBC is completed. 
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Continuing Professional Training (CPT) consists of a minimum of 24 hours of training every 24 
months. Level I and II reserves are required, by statute, to complete CPT. It is not required for 
Level III reserves. 

COURSE CERTIFICATION 


The department is certified to present basic training in the Intensive and Modular Formats. The 
Intensive Format is presented by the Training Bureau while RFB presented the following basic 
courses: 

• PC 832 Course (Level III - Part 1) 

® Level III Course (Level III - Part 2) 

• Level II Module 

• Level I Module 


NOTE: 

® On or before December 31, 2006, completion of Level III Part 1 and Part 2 was required 
to meet the basic training requirement for Level III reserves 

• Effective January 1, 2007, Level III Part 1 and 2 were merged into a single course 

• Effective July 1, 2008 the following changes were made in course titles: 

o The Level III Module became Module III 
o The Level II Module became Module II 
o The Level I Module became Module I 

® There were also major changes in the modules which required all presenters to submit 
modifications to their courses 

When POST certifies an entity to present a course(s) it is considered to be a contract under which 
the presenter agrees to: 

® Deliver approved content 

® Maintain the following current documents on file with POST: 
o Expanded Course Outline 
o Hourly Distribution 
o Safety Policy 
o Instructor Resumes 
® Adhere to certified hours 

• Not exceed the maximum enro ll ment. 

• Stay within the maximum number of presentations 
® Use qualified instructors 

® Deliver training at approved locations 

• Submit a presentation request at least 30 days prior to the start of a class in order to 
receive a Course Control Number (CCN) 

® Request a modification when changes are made 

• Present the course only after approval has been received from POST 
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• Submit a Course Roster no later than 10 calendar days following the ending date of a 
presentation 

o NOTE: The Coarse Roster is a POST form intended to document training 
completed by a student in a certified course. As such it is the instrument that 
causes entries to be made in the POST database which is an official state record. 
The coordinator who signs the roster is attesting that the information is true and 
accurate. 

The RBC and other basic courses are revised at six month intervals, every January and July. The 
revisions are part of an ongoing review of basic course content and reflect changes in law, court 
decisions, revised tactics, etc. This biannual process has been in place for several years and 
requires training presenters to modify their courses to reflect the changes. RFB did not submit 
modifications due in January 2007, July 2007, January 2008 and July 2008 but continued to 
present courses. When courses are not modified, students do not receive current required 
material in basic training classes. In August 2008, RFB submitted a request to start a Module III 
in September 2008. This request was denied because RFB had presented Module III courses 
without certification and was four modifications behind. RFB was advised they were not 
approved to present any modular format courses until each course was correctly and 
appropriately modified, entered into the EDI system, and approved by POST. (See Attachment 
4, email from POST to the sergeant in charge of training at RFB) 

STAFFING 


RFB has insufficient resources to manage and staff more than one site. Three full-time staff 
members are assigned to present Modular Format courses. A deputy sheriff is assigned to each 
of the approved sites, under the supervision of a sergeant who is based at the RFB office in 
Whittier. The operation is dependent on reserve deputies, who volunteer their time, to provide 
additional staff. Academic instructors are, for the most part, also volunteers. Skills training in 
arrest and control, firearms and vehicle operations is conducted by full-time instructors assigned 
to the Intensive Format RBC. The Santa Clarita site is located approximately 50 miles from 
Whittier which creates a significant span of control issue for the sergeant. 


TRAINING SITES 


Training may only be presented at locations that have been inspected and approved by POST to 
determine if they are appropriate for the type of training being presented. As noted above, the 
department was certified to present all components of the Regular Basic Course - Modular 
Format at two locations; STAR Center in Whittier and College of the Canyons in Santa Clarita. 

In an article in the July-September 2005 issue of Reserve News (an LASD publication) the 
Captain of RFB described the selection and training of reserve deputies and stated that the class 
that began training on September 5, 2005 started with 85 recruits assigned to one of five 
academy sites (although only two sites were approved). This article substantiated some of the 
complaints received by POST. (See Attachment 5, Reserve News article) 
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Based on information from several sources, POST staff has determined that RFB may have 
presented training at one or more of the locations listed below. These locations were not 
reported to or approved by POST.

Additionally, classes may have been conducted at the law office of one of the students and on a 
yacht. 

In August 2008, RFB requested approval of a third Module III location, at the 20 th Century Fox 
Studios in West Los Angeles, to accommodate additional students residing in that part of the 
county. The proposed additional site was to be used to provide classroom training. Any type of 
skills training would continue to be done at Whittier (Arrest and Control), Castaic (Firearms) and 
Pomona (Vehicle Operations). There were two issues related to this request; staffing and 
proximity to another presenter, which caused POST to deny the request. 

The Acting Director stated there would be no additional staffing to support the third site. The 
plan was to have the sergeant supervise the third location and do the majority of the instruction 
in addition to his other duties. When additional unauthorized sites are added, without additional 
staffing, the span of control issue, cited under the section on Staffing, is exacerbated. It should 
be noted that the issues of span of control and staff serving as instructors were cited as major 
areas of concern in the BCCR of the LASD Academy. 

POST certifies training and approves locations based on a demonstration of an ongoing unmet 
training need. The 20 th Century Fox Studios site is approximately 17 miles from El Camino 
College which is certified to present Modules III and II. El Camino College has seen a 
decreasing enrollment in recent years and has reduced its Module III from a maximum 
enrollment of 100 to 40 and presentations from two to one per year. The approval of an 
additional presenter in close proximity to El Camino College would have an adverse impact on 
enrollment. Approximately two years ago, Los Angeles Harbor College made a request to 
certify a Level III Course (Level III - Part 2) which was also denied due to the proximity to El 
Camino College and potential impact on enrollment of an existing presenter. 
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When advised of the proximity issue, RFB made a counter proposal to establish the training site 
at the West Hollywood Sheriff’s Station. The Sheriff’s station in West Hollywood is 
approximately 20 miles from El Camino College which does not change the proximity issue. 
POST is concerned that an operational sheriff’s station is not a proper basic training venue 
because the presence of trainees could have an affect on station operations and vice versa. 

REVIEW OF COURSES 


During the period from July 28, 2003 to July 29, 2008, RFB announced 61 classes to POST and 
received CCNs. RFB subsequently cancelled 7 classes, rosters were submitted for 50 classes and 
rosters for the other 4 classes were shown as Past Due in EDI. 

The four classes with past due rosters were all Module II presentations and are listed below:

At the request of POST staff, the department reviewed their records and located rosters for two 
classes (07003 and 07004) which were submitted on March 4, 2010. RFB was unable to produce 
records for the other presentations and it is their opinion that these classes were not conducted. 

During this period, at least 20 additional classes were presented without notification to POST. 
Five of the 20 unreported classes were Level III Modules. When the Level III Module was 
changed from a two-part format to a single component effective January 1, 2007, all Level III - 
Part 2 courses were decertified. RFB did not make a request to be certified for the single 
component course until after five classes were presented. The revision from two parts to one 
was simply a merger of the components with no change in hours or content. However, 
recertification was necessary to ensure that all required content was covered and presented under 
a new course number. 

RFB requested certification for the revised course in November 2007. There were numerous 
problems with the certification package which caused it to be rejected several times. The course 
was finally certified on August 5, 2008 and POST authorized the previously presented classes to 
be entered in EDI. RFB subsequently reported the presentation of the five courses and received 
CCNs as shown below:

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The rosters for these classes were shown as Past Due in EDI. At the request of POST staff, the 
department reviewed their records and located rosters for classes 07002 and 07003 which were 
submitted on March 4, 2010 and February 26, 2010 respectively. 

RFB was unable to produce rosters for 07004 and 07005 and it is their opinion that these classes 
were not conducted. 

There is a roster for Class 112 which has CCN 1820-00133-07001 on it. However, this roster is 
for an unapproved class which was presented at an unknown location. (See Attachment 22, 
LASD Reserve Class Review for Class 112)

POST staff conducted a review of the remaining unreported classes. One class (103-1) was 
identified as a PC 832 Course that was presented under CCN 1820-80100-03005. The other 
classes were presented at unknown and unapproved locations. These classes were not reported 
to POST in the manner required by regulation. In most cases the department was unable to 
provide sufficient documentation as to content, instructors or test scores. Some of the material 
submitted to POST for review consisted of notes taken by students. 

The following are synopses of each class, based on the staff review of records in EDI, POST 
academy testing system (POSTRAC), Test Management and Assessment System (TMAS) and 
material provided by the department. The majority of the department material was provided by a 
team of three LASD detectives assigned to review RFB files for documentation to support the 
classes in question. Material submitted by the detective team is referred to as coming from the 
“LASD Investigative Staff’. 

The staff reviews of each class are referenced as an attachment following each synopsis. 

The review of classes revealed the following issues and concerns: 

• Violation of course certification regulations 

• Falsification of course documents 

• Conflicting course documents 

• Training conducted at an unapproved location(s) 

® Violation of test security 

® Insufficient documentation 
® No supporting documentation 

• No test records 

• Incomplete test records 

• Discrepancy in test dates 

• Student shown as successfully completing the course when a test was failed 

• Missing required testing 

• Substandard testing 
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• Use of unqualified instructors 

• Discrepancy in instructor schedules 

® Students admitted to the class without completing prerequisites 

• Students shown to be absent were credited with 100% attendance on the class roster 
submitted to POST 

• The class is missing required content 

® The Expanded Course Outline is not for the dates the class was presented 
® The schedule reflects material that did not come into effect until after the class began 
® Discrepancy in the class schedule 

Any one of these issues and/or concerns is sufficient to disapprove the training of an individual 
or the entire presentation. One or more of these problems was found in each of the classes that 
were reviewed.

SUMMARY OF ISSUES 


Basic courses are certified as complete entities. All components must be successfully completed 
in order for students to receive credit. Each of the classes in question has a number of 
deficiencies which preclude them from being recognized as complete. These deficiencies 
include, but are not limited to, the failure to report the classes to POST, presentations at 
unknown and unapproved locations, falsification of documents, conflicting schedules and other 
documents, lack of documentation, use of unqualified instructors, failure to present minimum 
required content and incomplete and/or lack of test scores which are indicative of a failure by 
RFB to present peace officer basic training courses in a manner required by Commission 
Regulations and Procedures (Title 11, Division 2 of the California Code of Regulations). 

The review of these classes is based on POST records and material submitted by LASD. 
Presumably this represents all of the records available to the department. At the present time, the 
deficiencies are so severe and the material presented to POST is so convoluted, due to 
misrepresentation and inadequate record keeping, that these classes cannot be approved. 
However, if any additional material is located and provided by LASD, POST staff will conduct 
additional reviews and take the items into consideration. 

Many of the classes that were legitimately and properly presented have individuals from the 
unapproved classes added to the course rosters. Therefore it will be necessary for the department 
to submit an amended roster, for each affected class, that removes these individuals from class 
records and will allow POST to appropriately correct their profiles. In order to properly track 
these corrections, it will be necessary for each amended roster to be submitted as a hard copy 
within 30 days of the receipt of this report. (See Attachment 24, List of classes that require 
amended rosters) 

It will also be necessary for the department to cancel the following courses which reflect past due 
rosters within 30 days of the receipt of this report:

There are 99 students, in the unapproved classes, which will not receive credit for training. The 
status of each student has been reviewed in relation to their reserve level as reported by LASD.

The individuals who do not have sufficient training for any level of reserve peace officer will be 
removed from the Peace Officer Database.

Attorney General POSTs attention regarding the Reserve Program at your department Mmy , but 

not all, of these concerns came to light during the preparation for a review of 
your reserve training program that was requested by the Reserve Forces Bureau 
(MB), 


The request w&s recei ved from the RFB in June 200S and was based on their 
review of issues cited during the Basie Course Certification Review (BCCR) of 
your academy conducted in June m& July of2007. They were informed that 
such a process does not exist for presenters that are not academies. However, as 
part of ow long-term goal; to create such a process, we decided to accommodate 
die request as e pilot program to develop a model for future reviews, hi August 
2008, the staff at the RFB was provided with draft documents of a proposed 
checklist that would be used during the review. 

Previous to the request from the RFB, POST bad reserved several complaints 
front other agencies and individuals about the reserve training program. 

Members ©f your staff wars informed that POST intended to closely examine 
the reserve program to ensure it has met the requirements of conducting reserve 
peace officer training. However, the review has been deferred due to the focus 
on matters related to the regular academy BCCR, 

As part nf lhe preparation of the report consenting problems related to the 
regular basi c course, the Los Angeles County Office of Independent Review 
interviewed members of POST staff. During these di scussions, POST staff also 
described some of the complaints related to tire reserve training program. Some 
of die complaints were sim i lar to the problems described in the BCCR. Others 
were unique to the reserve training program. 
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As part of the process, POST staff began a review of the basic training courses 
certified to the RFB. During this review, it was determined that the RFB did not 
submit a recertification when the Level III Module was modified effective 
January 1,2007. However, they presented several sessions of the course 
without certification, approval, or notification to POST. It was also determined 
they failed to submit modifications to courses required in July 2007, January 
2008, and July 2008. The presentation of courses without modification could 
lead to individuals performing peace office duties with incomplete basic 
training. In the case of the unauthorized presentations of the Level III Module, 
there appears to be a shortfall of 42 hours from the training that was delivered in 
the previous format. 

In August 2008, the RFB requested approval to start a Module III course. This 
request was denied due to the failure to maintain current content in the course as 
well as the unauthorized presentation of courses. The RFB was also informed 
that no modular format courses would be approved until each course is correctly 
and appropriately modified, entered into the Electronic Data Interchange system, 
and approved by POST. This suspension of training is still in effeet as of the 
date of this letter, 

In the past, the RFB has been approved to present training at two locations 
(STAR Center in Whittier, and College of the Canyons in JSanta Clarita). There 
has also been a request from the RFB to conduct training at a third location in 
West Los Angeles. This request was denied because of the proximity of the 
proposed location to an existing presenter and the statement by the RFB that 
there will be no additional staff allotted to supervise and deliver the training at 
the third site. 

The preliminary review by POST also identified other areas of concern, some of 
which are listed below: 

• The RFB was previously approved to present Regular Basic Course 
training at two locations; however, they have insufficient resources to 
staff and manage two sites (let alone three). 

• Training has been conducted at locations that have not been reported to, 
or approved by, POST. 

• Training classes conducted concurrently at different locations have 
been reported as taking place as one class at one location. 

• Individuals are shown as having completed courses without 
documentation that they have completed required examinations. 

• A compliance report, based on information submitted to POST, shows 
that 19% of the 847 reserve peace officers on the department roster may 
not have completed basic training requirements. 
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The concerns cited above indicate that the RFB has conducted basic courses of 
training without regard to the conditions set when the courses were certified. 
Course certification is viewed as a contract in which the presenter agrees to, 
among other things; deliver approved content, administer required examinations, 
in a specified number of hours, within a maximum enrollment, for a maximum 
number of presentations, at approved locations, and request a modification if 
changes are made. Failure to follow the conditions of course certification may 
lead to decertification of the course(s). 

POST is also in receipt of a copy of a plan for Operation Safe Streets (OSS) to 
use Level II] reserve deputies in the OSS High visibility Task Force. This plan 
reflects that Level III reserves will ride along with the task force in civilian 
attire, with no clothing to identify them as peace officers. The plan also allows 
them to carry firearms if they have a concealed weapons permit. While the 
assignment of personnel is an agency prerogative, placing Level III reserves in a 
gang task force assignment is a potential risk to personnel and a liability to the 
department which gives POST additional cause for concern. Section 832.6(a)(3) 
of the Penal Code specifies limited support duties that Level III reserves may be 
assigned to perform including other duties that are not likely to result in physical 
arrest. The fact that these individuals would be working in civilian attire does 
not negate their status as Level ID reserve deputies, 

During the past several months POST staff has attempted to address many of 
these issues through contacts with the RFB which have included telephone calls, 
correspondence, and formal and informal meetings, POST also prepared and 
conducted an update training class specifically for the RFB and unit reserve 
coordinators. It is apparent that, in spite of the efforts, most of the issues and 
concerns remain unresolved. In fact, the assignment of Level III reserves was 
specifically discussed and POST staff recommended against using them in the 
type of duties envisioned by OSS. 

With these concerns in mind, 1 have scheduled a meeting with Division Chiefs 
Roberta Abner and William McSweeney, on January 27,2009, to review these 
issues and others.

Ifiis is a follow-up to my letter of latmasy 13, 2009 regarding issues related to 
the Reserve Program at the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department 
(LASD), It is intended to serve as a summary of areas of concern that were 
reviewed with members of your staff during a meeting on January 27. The 
primary emphasis of the discussion was about adherence to POST selection 
sud training standards. There was considerable time spent on areas reported 
to POST about non-compliance. Many of the problem areas discussed were 
similar to those identified in the Basic Course Certification Review of the 
regular academy program. 

Compliance 

A POST compliance report, based on information provided by tine Reserve 
Forces Bureau (RFB) a shows that i 9% of LASD reserve deputies may be out 
of compliance with basic training requirements and 74% may be out of 
compliance with Continuing Professional Training requirements. The concern 
is that some reserve officers working for the department may not have 
satisfied all oi the training and testing requirements, maintained proficiency 
with perishable skills, or remained updated on legislative mandates. While 
some of the not^compliLince may be the result of record keeping errors, the 
large numbers involved arc a concern because the training is required bv law 
and/or regulation, 

Cour se certification and presentation 

The entry level training lor reserves Is the Regular Basic Courae - Modular 
Format This is the same training required for regular deputies except that it Is 
divided into three modules, one for each level of reserve. Therefore, all of the 
requirements for delivering minimum contents instructor certification and 
testing apply m the same manner to both regular and reserve officers 

The RPB fm previously presented all components of the Modular Format at 
two locations; STAR Center in Whittier and Coll ege of the Canyons in Santa 
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Clarita, However, the bureau has insufficient resources to manage and staff 
more than one basic training site. Currently a deputy sheriff is assigned to 
each of the existing sites under the supervision of a sergeant who is based at 
the RFB office in Whittier. 

The RFB did not make a request to recertify Module III when the training and 
testing requirements were revised effective January 1,2007. The course 
continued to be presented and at least five sessions were conducted without 
certification, approval or notification to POST. Additionally, the bureau 
failed to maintain current course content. In August 2008, the RFB requested 
to start a Module III course in September 2008. This request was denied and 
the bureau was advised it was not authorized to present any modular format 
courses until each course has been correctly and appropriately modified. 

In addition to presenting courses without certification or approval, training has 
been conducted at location(s) that have not been reported to or approved by 
POST. Training classes that were conducted concurrently at different 
locations have been reported as taking place as one class at one location. 
Individuals have been shown as completing courses without documentation 
that they have completed required examinations. 

Training sites 

The RFB has requested approval to conduct entry level training at the 20 lh 
Century Fox Studios in West Los Angeles. This would be in addition to the 
two approved sites at STAR Center and College of the Canyons. This request 
was denied by POST due to insufficient staffing and concerns about the 
proximity of the location to an existing modular format presenter. The RFB 
does not have sufficient resources to staff more than one site. This plan would 
have the sergeant supervise the third location and do the majority of the 
instruction in addition to his other duties. 

Assignment of reserve deputies 

The plan by Operation Safe Streets (OSS) to use Level III reserve deputies,^ 
civilian attire, as part of the OSS High Visibility Task Force is a potential risk 
to personnel and a liability to the department. They would ride along in 
civilian attire with nothing visible to readily identify them as peace officers. 
However, .they would be allowed to carry firearms if they have a concealed 
weapons permit. Section 832.6(a)(3) of the Penal Code specifies limited 
support duties that Level III reserves may be assigned to perform including 
other duties that are not likely to result in physical arrest. The fact these 
individuals would be working in civilian attire does not negate their status as 
Level III reserve deputies (i.e., peace officers). 




Basic Course Waiver process 


The Basic Course Waiver (BCW) process allows individuals who have 
training comparable to the requirements of the Regular Basic Course, as well 
as specified peace officer experience, to request a waiver of the basic course 
training requirement. It is primarily intended for peace officers from other 
states who want to move to California and work for a local agency as a full¬ 
time regular officer, however, some types of Level I reserves may apply. 

The RFB has stated they have approximately 50 reserve deputies that want to 
apply for the process as a group. Completion of the BCW would allow the 
department to change their status from non-designated to designated Level I. 

In recent years, there has been an increase in the number of applicants for the 
BCW process. Each application requires an intensive evaluation by POST. 
The addition of a group of 50 applications would result in an increase in 
workload that will impact the processing of candidates for full-time positions. 

Consolidated training oversight 

Immediately following the January 27 meeting, a second discussion with 
members of your staff occurred. During that discussion, it was recommended 
that your department consider consolidation of regular and reserve training 
under one command. This practice consistently reduces the kinds of problems 
described above. It maximizes the availability of resources and ensures 
consistency in the training and administrative oversight of basic training 
(regular and reserve). It also reduces costly and unnecessary redundancy. 

The areas of concern described in this letter are indicative of problems within 
the program that bring into question the ability of RFB to properly deliver 
reserve basic training. 

The emphasis of some members of the RFB is to immediately seek 
certification to present Level III training. POST believes that infrastructure 
and administrative matters need to be corrected before certification to present 
the training is granted. There are still too many unanswered questions that 
need to be addressed. A meeting to do so should occur in the near future. 

It is our intention to give RFB a period of time to review their records and 
attempt to rectify the above mentioned issues related to training and testing 
before conducting the review that has been requested. POST staff will contact 
RFB to schedule the review to take place in the next 30 to 60 days. During 
that time the suspension of training by RFB will remain in effect. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, Undersheriff Larry Waldie acknowledged 
that there are problems with the reserve training program. He committed to 




providing sufficient resources to the RFB to evaluate and address the concerns 
raised by POST during the meeting. I am gratified by his comments and 
commit to you that POST remains ready as an active partner to assist the 
department in overcoming the concerns describe in this letter.

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•' the fall semester of 2005, Reserve 
forces Bureau is embarking on a new 
concepl in the background process. The 
intent of this new procedure is to allow 
reserve applicants to begin their recruit 
training prior to the completion of the 
background process. The idea behind the 
new program is to have recruits exposed 
to the academy and formal reciuii train¬ 
ing at the beginning of the background 
process. This new process will maintain 
high motivation, interest and involvement 
in all aspects of their training. This pro¬ 
gram is also intended to keep tire appli¬ 
cant on our department rather than he/she 
going to another agency because of the 
previous delays in the background and 
testing process. The background of each 
recruit is being completed while the 
recruit is in training. It should be noted 
that the number of trainees who begin the 
program does not necessarily reflect the 
number who are going to ultimately grad¬ 
uate.

POST personnel have located a Course Announcement dated August 29, 2005 signed by 
Sergeant Phil Luna for a Level III Course conducted at 11515 S. Colima Road, BL F - 106 
Whittier 90604. 

An agency specific Hourly Distribution with the CCN written at the top of the page, (1820- 
00130-05001) and a Class Schedule was located by POST personnel. The Course was approved 
for 153 hours although the course was modified in January 2005 for 154 hours. 

The Course Roster presented to POST includes four pages all identified as CCN 1820-00130- 
05001, a single course taught at the Whittier location. According to LASD staff who conducted 
a search for documentation there were three classes taught with varying dates and locations. The 
students that attended the Whittier location are identified on an attached roster with the notation 
“South”. 

LASD staff also located and provided to POST two Class Schedules that they believe were used 
for the two other classes identified as the “Satellite” and “West” schedules. They have also 
provided corrected rosters that include the students who attended the two unauthorized locations. 

As a note, by POST regulation, each class and location must be identified under a specific CCN. 
POST staff was not advised of the two additional courses and were not advised by Sergeant Luna 
of the unauthorized locations. 

The documentation presented by Sergeant Luna for CCN 1820-00130-05001 included a Course 
Announcement, an Hourly Distribution, and a Class Schedule with a start date of September 25, 
2005 and an end date of November 5, 2005. This appears to be the course schedule for the class 
that was conducted at the Whittier location. 

LASD staff provided a binder that contained Instructor Resumes, a Course Announcement for a 
Level II Module conducted at the above listed location and with the notation South Academy at 
the top (signed by Sergeant Luna and dated August 29, 2005), several rosters, a Level II Module 
hourly breakdown, an Hourly Distribution and range and rosters for vehicle operations training. 
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LASD staff was not able to provide Safety Guidelines for the Modular Format Courses. While 
conducting a search through POST records staff was able to locate General and Specific Safety 
Guidelines for this class. 

Course summary:
